LAWTON AND WHEATON HOPE TO

In@.—The armored train has returned from 
another trip on which Colenso was reached. 
No Boers were seen, On its way back 
the train picked up a native runner at 
Frere, carrying a. number of letters, who 
had been searched by the Boers, but had 
tn some manner managed to keep his doc- 
@ments from falling into the hands of the 
searchers. 
This runner stated that Ladysmith was 
bombarded on Thursday Nov. 9 by six 40- 
pounders, one shot from which struck Ill- 
ings’ stoire. The British’'s big naval guns 
Were still silent when he left. Little dam- 
age was done by the Boer bombardment, 
and there were few casualties. The runner 
further said that the Boers intend to visit 
Colenso to-morrow. 

Sunday, Nov. 12, evening: Another fre- 

cConnoissance was made by train to-day 
with a company of infantry on board, but 
nothing noteworthy occurred. 
‘It js reported on good authority that a 
large party of Boers traveled from Colenso 
to Cheveley and then. branched to the 
West in the direction of Labuschaynes’ 
farm.

The reports from Manila still fail to lo- 
cate Aguinaldo and his forces, but all ind)- 
Cations are that he has failed to escape 
over the mountains and is still somewhere 
in the center of the island of Luzon. The 
American troops now form almost a com- 
plete cordon across the peninsular part of 
the island. Lawton’s forces being on the 
north and east, MacArthur controlling the 
railway on the west as far north as Tar- 
lac, and Wheaton being in possession of the 
north end of the reall Dagupan and the 
towns near the coast, San Fabian and St. 
Jacinto. Bayambang, to which point some 
reports have said that Aguinaldo has fled, 
is about midway between Tarlac and Da- 
gupan. If Aguinaldo is there he is between 
the troops of MacArthur and Wheaton, 
with Young’s men cutting off escape to the 
northeast. The general impression now is 
however, that, Aguinaldo’s forces are fur- 
ther toward the east, near Gerona, upon 
which point the dispatch of Gen. Otis says 
MacArthur intends to move to-morrow. 
Dislodged from this section, Aguinaldo \ ill] 
have but one bare chance to escape, the 
margin of territory still dividing the troops 
of Lawton and Wheaton in the north end 
of the island which is rapidly narrowing, 
and if provisions can be moved for Law- 
ton’s men from the south end of his line, 
it should be closed by the time MacArthur 
drives the Filipinos from their supposed 
haunts east of Gerona.

Captured Orders From Aguinaldo In- 
struct Insurgents to Divide. 
MANILA, Nov. 16—Gen. Hughes, with 
parts of the Nineteenth and Twenty-sixth 
Regiments, moved from Ilo Ilo Thursday, 
Nov. 9, to Otton, six miles west, for the 
urpose of capturing Santa Barbara, the 
nesurgents’ strongholds, 10 miles north of 
Ilo Ilo. Heavy rains preceded the move- 
ment and the roads were in places im- 

passable. 

The same night Col. Carpenter, with 
fhe Eighteenth Regiment and Battery C 
of the Sixth Artillery, moved westwardly 
from Jaro to connect with Gen. Hughes. 
Col. Carpenter was forced to return to 
Jaro, on account of the roads, and the en- 
tire movement was hampered by lack of 
proper transportation, 

Company C of the Twenty-sixth Regi- 
ment had tthe only fighting.

The locations of American troops in number are in dicated by the letter A, and the general contour 
of their Mnes by the raiiroad on the west and the arrows on the east. The dispatches from Gen. 
Otis received to-day say that McArthur will tomorrow push out troops from the south and south- 
east toward the supposed Pilipino stronghold, in or near Gerona, and Lawton’s troops pushing west 
from Tayug and Humingon on Ardaneta, where it is boped to make junction with Wheaton's men, 
who have fought their way East from Dagupan and St. Jacinto, while at the same time clearing the 
country of the enemy to the north, a task that brought on the fight at St. Fablan, one of the 
most @eevere engagements of the campaign, in which Maj. John A. Logan met his death. It 
indicated that Lawton's progress depends largely on his ability to move supplies from the south 
end of his line at San Isidro and Cabanatuan. Hie ie also harrassed by troops to’ north and east 
of his long front, the dispatches telling of bis recent victories beyond St. Nicholas, which is shown 
on the map as the extreme northern point of the American advance. There is little doubt, how- 
ever, that Lawton will be successful in his movement toward the east, and unless Aguinaldo shall 
have by tbat time escaped through the gap he will be completely hemmed in.

BEGAN TO FILL AND SINK. 


ALL STEAM TURNED ON AND 
HEADED FOR SHORE. 


The Vessel Reached Shallow Water Be- 
fore She Touched Bottom and 
All Hands Were 
Saved.

Panic seized the crew. 

The boat commenced to fill with water 
fast and there was a dispositioon to rush 
for the boats. But the Captain gave or- 
ders to turn on all steam and make a quick 
run for the harbor and commanded the 
men to stand at their posts. The engineer 
had the steam on at full head and the tim- 
bers of the vessel groaned under the un- 
wonted strain, and there was danger of an 
accident from the extreme pressure of 
speed. But Capt. Cronkhite felt that lives 
depended upon the quickness with which 
he could reach the shallower water of the 
harbor entrance 

The Conemaugh was settling fast and her 
speed was diminishing greatly before half 
the distance to the piers at the mouth of 
the harbor had been traversed. 

Everybody showed the feverish eagerness 
of men who were fighting against death. 
A tew hundred yards from thé harbor en- 
trance it looked as if the bdSats would 
have to be resorted to after all. On the 
freighter there are only two of these, cum- 
brous and not often used, and it was ea 
question to the crew whether they would be 
safe. As the mouth of the harbor was 
gained floods of water poured into the fire- 
hold, drove the stokers up the ladders to 
the deck and at last extinguished the fires 
in the bollers. The eteamer was then drag- 
ging on the bottom. 

Fears of pee down in deep water were 
then abandoned by Capt. Cronkhite and 
the crew only to be replaced by apprehen- 
sions that the boilers might explode. 

However, although clouds of steam came 
pouring from the hold, there wes no ex- 
‘ioston and soon the water had cooled the 
ollers The Conemaugh came to a stop 
as her kee! rubbed hard in the mud at the 
bottom of the harbor entrance and she set- 
tled faat 

The steamer was loaded at Ruffalo and 
carried freight from Bastern pointe. It is 
thought that the loss on the cargo alone 
will be In the neighborhood of $100,000. 

The water did not reach the upper deck 
and the crew were safe,

David Jones is still a prisoner in the ob- 
Hospital. He 
is locked in a cell and it is proposed to 
keep him there until Night Chief of Po- 
lice Pickel orders his release. 

Mrs. Jones says he must remain under 
surveillance for 14 days, as a punishment 
for an alleged attempt to strike her. 
And she declares that her brother, Chief 
Pickel, is going to see that her wishes 
are carried out. 

Superintendent Nietert reiterated Thurs- 
day morning the statement previously made 
by one of the assistant physicians that 
Jones is perfectly sane, and he is merely 
detained at Chief Pickei’s request. 

Chief Pickel, who is a brother-in-law of 
Jones, was notified by the hospital author- 
ities Wednesday that “his patient’’ was nel- 
ther drunk nor demented, as charged, and 
it was desired that he should be taken 
away. 

Mr. Jones is 55 years old and has been a 
resident of St. Louls 31 years. He Is a 
harness maker and until recently worked 
at the Meyer-Bannermann Saddlery Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Bannermann stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday morning that he Was 4 
ood workman; sober and industrious 60 
far as he knew. i 

“He did piece work here.”’ gaid Mr. Ban- 
nermann, “‘and his earnings for last week 
amounted to only $. I do not believe he 
could have gone on much of a spree with 
that sum. and I consider his detention at 
the City Hospital unjust.’ 

Jones was taken to the hospital about 
6:30 o'clock Thursday morning. The po.ice- 
men who accompanied him tnere said ne 
had quarreled with his wife, who asserted 
also that he was under the influence of 
liquor. 

Post-Dispatch reporter saw Jones soon 
afterward. je did not act like a man who 
had been drinking. He said he was trou- 
bled with a rupture and the pain be- 
came so intense that he took some brandy 
to relieve it. He has been afflicted, he 
added, for years, and at times suffers ex- 
cruciating _ pain. He insisted that his 
brother-in-law’s “‘pull’’ was responsible for 
his incarceration and when told that he 
would have to stay until] Chief Pickel or- 
dained otherwise he dropped on his knees 
and cried.

The comptroller states that the results 
lare carefully estimated upon the basis of 
ratios found to exist inthe reporting 
banks, and that they may be regarded as 
Substantially accurate.

Illinois Fireman Succeeds to 
a Title in England. 


BUT LAW MAKES HIM AN EXILE. 


EFFORT MADE TO RELIEVE HIM 
OF DISABILITY. 


News That He Is Heir to $2,500,000 
and Master of Large Estates Comes 
to Him While He Is in 
His Cab. 


MATTOON, Ill, Nov. 16—Steps have al- 
ready been taken to enable Sir George Na- 
thanic] James. the locomotive fireman of 
this city, who yesterday succeeded to the 
estate of Cheadle Hall, a fortune of $2,00,- 
000 and the title of Baronet, to return to 


England. 

Sir George has been an exile for 10 years, 
owing to trouble he had while in the Brit- 
ish Navy, but it is believed that the indis- 
cretion of his youth will be overlooked by 
the Government and that he will speedily 
be allowed to assume his proper station as 
the head of one of the oldest and richest 
families of his native Jand. Sir George holds 
that he is in duty bound to do this, even 
though his good fortune was unexpected, 
and he had become a citizen of the United 
States. 

Fireman James stood yesterday in his 
cab after his arrival from a hard run, A’ 
messenger boy placed a teiegram in his 
grimy hand, which read: 

“Your uncle !s dead. He desired to see 
you before dying and has bequeathed to 
you his entire estate.”’ 

The message was signed by his mother, 
who resides at Cheadle Hall, near Man- 
chester, England. As James descended 
from the engine he remarked to the train 


crew: 

“Well, boys, I won't have to work any 
more.”’ 

The story of hia life is replete with vivid 
changes. Up to his 18th year he lived in 
luxury. Since then he has known Cesti- 
tution and want, but with eturdy indepen- 
dence refused aid from reiatives and carved 
out his own existence. Now, at years 
of agé, he again finds himself the owner ot 
a huge fortune with one of the proudest 
names in Great Britain to sustain. 

His family for generations have been sail- 
ors and have won honor and fame serving 
their country on the seas, Early in his 
teens James entered her Majesty's naval 
service with strong hopes of upholding the 
family name. While cruising in the Medi- 
terranean 10 ears ago he became in- 
voived in an aiees which caused him to 
desert the service at Oadiz and flee to 
America. Bver since he has been a wan- 
derer. He embarked in various enterprises 
which proved failures. 

Finally he secured work as a fireman on 
the Mexican Centra! Ratiway, in which vo- 
cation he labored over three years, and 
when he quit was entitled to his creden- 
tials as an engineer. Alluring tales of gold 
seekers determined him to essay his for- 
tune as a miner. With three others he lo- 
cated a claim which they operated. James 
invested his savings, $3000, in the mine only 
to find that double that sum was needed 
to make the ehaft a paying venture. Too 
proud to ask for assistance from home and 
still retaining his right in the-mine he came 
to Mattoon two months ago and resumed 
his former vocation, railroading. 

His uncle, whom he succeeds as master of 
Cheadie Halil and other landed estates, was 
Sir Norman James, a retired navy officer 
ac one time QOaptain at Zanzibar. James’ 
father, the heir presumptive, and a Knight, 
died five years ago leaving wife and four 
crildren, of which the Mattoon fireman Is 
the oldest. By the right of entail he suc- 
ceeds to the estate and title. 

A younger brother is a lieutenant on the 
British warship Terror, now in Bouth Afri- 
can waters. The fortuniate young fellow is 
of slight build and stylish address. He is 
well educatel and iInteiligent. 

The change in his circumstances has in 
no wise altered his bearing to the mates 
with whom he tolled every day. His mother 
and a brother will visit him in Mattoon 
shortly when definite plans for his future 
will be decided upon,

After being out only five minutes the Cor- saniti 
oner'’s jury, which heard evidence in 
the inquest on the body of John Armstrong, 
returned a verdict Thursday furenoon that 
the killing of Armstrong by Mrs. Rose 
Louvier was justifiable homicide. 

Dramatic scenes attended the pronounce- 
ment. Mrs. Louvier passed from one ex- 
treme of emotion to another—from deep 
despair to supreme joy. She at first mis- 
understood the paopert of the verdict. She 
thought it had been decided a murder. She 
collapsed. Then came the realization that 
Bhe had been deciared guiltiess and the 
SL. dden joy was more than her frail body 
could atand. 

Mrs. Louvier’s two sisters embraced and 
wept over her and one of them became 
hysterical. Mra. Louvier had to be almcest 
carried back to the jail.

The inquesi Was resumed at 10 o'clock 
Thursday morning. The only witnesses ex- 
amined were the two aisters of Mrs. Lou- 
vier, Mise Fanma Neunmacher and Mrs. Isa- 
bella Louvier.

Mrs. Isabella Louvier, who is the oldest 
of the sisters, has had the supervision of 
her sisters. She gave testimony favorable 
to her sister, in that it corroborated the 
confession of the latter. Smne said that her 
sister came to-her home in Carondelet Sat- 
urday night and told her that she had 
killed Arnistrong in self-defense. She de- 
scribed minutely the skirt that her sister 
wore an] swore that there was a cut in it 
above the knee. 

When Mrs. Louvier, the accused, made 
her confession she said that after the kill- 
ing ehe had ch@ged her clothing, throwing 
part of it on the ice chest and hanging 
gurt behind the kitchen door. When Che 
police first looked for the skirt they did 
not find it. Thursday morning they made 
another search and found it and it was cut, 

ust as the accused woman and her sister 
ad sald. 

When the ery re-entered the room and 
Coroner Lioyd began reading the verdict, 

irs. Louvier was sitting beside Special 
Officer Prendergast. The verdict was long 
and the ordeal was almost more than the 
woman could stand. 

“We, the jury, tind that the deceased 
came to his death from a gunshot wotnd 
inflicted by a revolver in the hands of Mrs. 
Rose Louvier,"’ read the Coroner, after re- 
peating the usual introductory verbiage. 

Mrs. Louvier thought it meant that she 
had been held for the murder. With a 
moan she gave Way under the strain and 
fell against Prendergast. He prevented her 
from falling to the floor, assisted her back 
tc her chair and supported her while the 
Coroner continued to read— 

“Verdict, justifiable homicide." 

The woman straightened up as though she 
had received an electric shock. She ap- 
peared dazed and unabie to comprehend the 
sudden turn. She tottered and would have 
aguin fallen if she had not been supported. 

Her two sisters, who had been occupy- 
ing witness chairs inside the railing, ran to 
the back of her chair. She turned and the 
three embraced, weeping. The older sister 
became hysterical. ‘‘The disgrace is worse 
than the crime,’ she cried. ‘I brought you 
up right. You did not learn wrong at 


home.’ 

“I did it for the best! I did it for the 
beet!’ cried the other. “Forgive me.’ 

The two weeping sisters were assisted 
away and Mrs. Louvier was taken back to 
the Four Courts. She was so unsteady 
that she had to almost be carried. 

The verdict will be a surprise to every- 
body who read of the killing of Armstrong, 
but it was expected by those who listened 
to the evidence. The audience in the Cor- 
oner'’s office was impressed much the same 
as the jury. It was the woman's own con- 
fession that resulted in the verdict. While 
this lacked plausibility, ‘t Impressed deep- 
ly everybody who heard it. It was the 
most graphic recital ever heard in the of- 
fice of the Coroner. No detail was omitted. 
The woman did not spare herself the recital 
of any of the circumstances, although the 
review of them gave her the keenest an- 
guish., 

When she had finished and had staggered 
back to her chair, a psychologist who had 
occupied a place inside the rail by the 
courtesy oO oroner Lloyd said: “She 
Speaks the truth and she should not be 


There were no psychologists on the jury, 
but it was a psychological verdict, just the 
fame. Although the story of the woman vio- 
lated all probabilities, they were impressed 
by the manner in which she told it that 
it was true. They based their verdict on 
the improbable statements of a4 woman ac- 
cused of murder rather than on the evi- 
dence of the physical circumstances, 

Facts are coming to light which wiil be 
of service to Mrs. Louvier iff, in spite of 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury, she is 
obliged to stand trial for her life. ‘There 
was evidence brought out at the inquest 
that Armstrong had been in jai) for shoot- 
ng a young man. A special dispatch from 

efferson City to the Post-Dispatch reys 
that Robert R. Young. a convict [tn the 
penitentiary, claims that Armstrong served 
a term of two years in the penitentiary 
under the name of John Wilson for bur- 
glary in the second degree.

In another letter of Oct. 30 Mrs. Wagstaff 
States that she had seen Vandeveere on 
the streets a few days before and he asked 
if Nettle had been released.

The one pressing duty before the Municipal Assembly at 
this time is to pass the bill, introduced last Friday, for the 
temporary lighting of a portion of the city, and the public 
bulidings, after Jan. 1, 1900. 

Unilese this bill becomes law, 150 streets, all the alleys, and 
the public buildings, wilfSbe left without artificial lights at 
the expiration of the present contracts. In the opinion of the 
City Counselor, no temporary arrangements can be made by 
the Board of Public Improvements or any city official, in case 
no law is passed making provision therefor. 

The time is short. It would show gross lack of business 
sense to allow the city to be unlighted, even in part and for 
@ short period. Nor is it to the interest of the city to be left 
at the mercy of the lighting companies, to supply lights or 
not as they might choose. 

The longer the delay in passing this bill, the greater will 
be the temptation to mulct the city when the contracts shall 
be mace. 

And just as soon as the temporary bill is passed, the As- 
sembly should give its best efforts to passing some bill that 
will provide detinitely for the future. There should be no 
repetition of the delay that has characterized all proposed 
action in regard to lighting for many months past.

MR. GATES ON TRUSTS. 


In his testimuny before the Industrial Commission Mr. John 
W. Gates makes some surprising admissions and unexpected 
suggestions. 

He admits that the protective tariff had much to do with 
the upbuilding of the iron and steel monopoly and that a 
continuation of that policy is essential to its future pros- 
perity. He admits that the trust has shut down plants 
but asserts that wages have been raised 40 per cent, which is 
pleasant for those who receive the {increase but not helpful 
to those who have been put out of their jobs. 

Mr. Gates’ suggestions are more liberal than usually come 
from trust organizers. He wants corporations to pay liberal- 
ly for their charters in the beginning and afterwards a fran- 
chise tax increasing as the capitalization grows so that a 
corporation capitalized at $100,000,000 would pay $1,000,000 per | 
annum, and advocates government supervision of corpora- 
tions. 

This last recommendation is the most important. It is a 
recognition of a public interest in those concerns which is 
entitled to protection. But what is the measure of such in- 
terest?

WATERWAYS CONVENTION OVER 


Chief Recommendation for Establigh- 
ment of the Cabinet Office of the 
Department of Commerce. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 16.—The Western 
Waterways Convention, which adjourned 
Jjast night, did not indorse the Chicago 
sewage drain, though it did indorse the 
pretended ultimate object of the enterprise 


—a deep waterway between the Great 
Takes and the Gulf of Mexico. The most 
notable recommendation of the conven- 
tion, aside from its general indorsement 
of placing the entire system of river and 
harbor improvements under control of the 
Federal Government, was included in @ 
resolution which says: 

Resolved, That we favor the establishment 
of an additional department of the government, 
io be called ‘‘the Department of Commerce and 
Induetries,”"’ believing that great and constant- 
iy increasing appropriations would thereby be 
secured, and these interests would = receive 
greater and more direct consideration, and tbat 
athe people of our country would be greatly 
benefits The head of auch department should 
be a member of the Cabinet and be appointed 
ae other members of the Cabinet are now desig- 
nated by law. 

Other resolutions passed were as follows: 

Resolved, That we are more firmly convinced 
than ever that it is the duty of the general 

wernpment to make liberal appropriations for 
be tmprovement of all the navigable rivers 
and harbors in the United States The work 
which bas been done tn this regard heretofore 
bas proven of great advantage to the people of 
thie country, and we belleve that bo appropria- 
tion the general government bas ever made bas 
been received by the people with such unani- 
mous approval. 

Resolved, That In the judgment of this con- 
vention it has become the imperative duty of 
the United States to assume exclusive coptrol 
ef the work now being prosecuted in conjunction 
with the riparian State and levee districts for 
the protection of the Lower Missisaipp! Valley 
from the floods which perpetually endanger and 
frequently inflict great disaster upon that sec- 
tion of the country.

More than 10,000 cows are kept in St. Louls, 
many of them in most crowded and filthy 
uarters in the very heart of the city. 

hese cows are fed principally on the ref- 
use from the breweries and distilleries in 
the form of sour; fermenting slop. The 
brewery interest, which is a controlling 
factor in St. Louis rylitics, will not permit 
the passage, much less the enforcement of 
an ordinance which would eliminate the 
City dairy evil because it would cut off 
this outlet for the brewery refuse. 

True, the people arel argely responsible, 
for the city dairies could not exist if the 
people did not buy their milk. Good milk 
is to be htad—milk produced on farms from 
cows kept in the pure air and sunlight and 
fed -on grass, grain and hay. Its cost per 
quart may be more than that from the 
city dairy, but per unit of nutrition it will 
cost less, and in point of healthfulness be 
a thousand times superior to the product 
of the typical St. Louts city dairy.’
